SISTER LAKES"-"A bank 


teller at the Sister Lakes branch 
of the Van Bureh State bank so 
rattled two would-be bank 
robbers about noon yesterday 
that the two fled without getting 
any money. 


Mrs. Harlan (Jane) Gifford of 


Hartford said 'the two men ran 
out of the,bank after she told 
them that a bank camera was 


taking their pictures 


One-of the men left behind a 


note he had handed t* Mrs. Gif- 
ford announcing the attempted 
robbery. 


FBI agents said the men 


showed no weapons and that no 
one was hurt in the holdup at- 
tempt. 


Officers said today that there 


have been no arrests in connec- 
tion with the attempted robbery. 


The Sister Lakes branch bank 


on Napier avenue at Sister 
Lakes road is the third in 
southwestern Michigan hit by 
robbers this month and the 
fourth in this area hit this year. 


The Inter-city Bank's Wall 


street branch in Benton Harbor 
was robbed of $1,800 on Oct. 6 
and the Farmers and Merchants 
Bridgman branch was robbed of 
$55,000 on Oct 10.

nor, legislators, and supreme 
court justices. The determina- 
tions 
may be same pay, 


increases or decreases.' 


Members of the compensation 


commission serve without-pay 
themselves except for expenses. 
They meet every even num- 
bered year for hot more than 15 
days.

Slate Republican committee 
and 
Fourth 
Congressional 


Republican committee. He was 
chairman of Bcrhen county 
Republican committee 19*8-73.

university law school, Jones 
' became an associate in the firm 


of Hartwig and Crow in 1M1 and 
a partner In 1964. The firm is 


now Hartwig, Crow, Jones and 
Postclli.

two children-live at 227 North 
Sunnybank, St. Joseph. 


Bank robbery but no arrests 
have been made in the Farmers 
and Merchants holdup. 


Two men have been arrested 


in connection with the robbery 
of $11,442 from'the Scottdale 
branch of the Peoples State 
Bank of St. Joseph on Feb. 7 — 
the only other bank robbery this 
year. 


State police at Paw Paw said 


Mrs. Gifford, another bank 
employe and a customer in the 
bank at the time of the holdup 
attempt described the two men 
as black, in their late teens or 
early 20's 


One was about 5 feet 6, and 


the other about six feet tall. 
Both were of medium build. 


The car believed used by the 


two was described as a black or 
maroon Pontiac GTO, police 
said. 


Mrs. Gifford, .58, who has 


been with the bank for about 13 
years,- including about eight 
years at the Sister 
Lakes 


branch, said she at first thought 
the holdup note was a prank. 


She said when the man wear- 


ing a ski mask handed her a 
note announcing the holdup, she 
replied "You must be kidding." 


The holdup man said he was 


not kidding and handed her a 
plastic bag. She said at that 
time a second man stepped into 
the bank lobby'and was about to 


' pull down his ski mask over his 


face. 


Mrs. Glfford said she pointed 


to the bank's camera and told 
him '"You had belter get out of 
here, that.camera Is taking your 
picture.'" 


She said both men left the 


tank immediately, got into their 
car parked on the bank's west 
side, and sped west on Napier 
avenue. 


The other teller In the bank 


said she at firs>did not know a 
robbery attempt was being 
made but knew "il was loo early 
for Halloween." 


Mrs. Gifford said she was not 


scared at the time of the holdup 
attempt, but began to tremble 
after it was all over.

The 
amendment, passed by Ihe House 75-24 Tuesday, would force 
pharmacists to substitute cheaper generic drugs if customers 
request them and their doctors have not Mid no to the request. The 
amendment also allows fr-uggfets to make substitutions without 
customer requests. LaM year's tow allowed pharmacists to refuse 
to substitute generic drugs when asked to do so, Atty.

United For Survival, federal 
and state department represen- 
tatives stated that the proposed 
1-94 penetrator in St. Joseph 
township is to be built without a" 
.thorough study or public-input 
on the extension of that route. 


The Immediate extension of 


the penetrator will be Niles 
avenue and Main street in St. 
Joseph. Niles avenue has been 
widened (not improved) for 
ponctralur traffic but now hsis 
10,000 to 14,000 vehicles per da>, 
according to 'Michigan State 
Highway Department statistics. 


Niles avenue already, has the 


maximum desirable amount of 
traffic. The highway depart- 
ment projects 24,000 vehicles 
|)cr day on Niles avenue if the 
pcnetrator is built. 


In my opinion this is unac- 


ceptable to residents and it will 
make access to businesses on 
Niles much more'difficult than 
it already is. Regional; county 
and 'city officials have openly 
stated that a barrier of traffic 
will be created by the pcnolra- 
tor, making access to St.

Collection Abuse 


Target Of Bill 


WASHINGTON -As millions 


of other Americans have at one 
time or another, Dara Sue 
Godowsky of Virginia Beach, 
Va., fell behind in her debt 
payments last spring. It wasn't 
her fault, technically, her hus- 
band having suddenly died and 
her Income thus interrupted by 
wholly understandable circum- 
stances. Still, creditors as- 
signed a debt collector to set the 
woman right. 
, 


Though Mrs. Godowsky is 


crippled by polio, and her emo- 
tional condition aggravated by 
the death of her husband, the 
collector hounded her without 
.mercy, harassing her with 
phone calls and abusive visits at 
early morning hours. 


Finally, the collector, acting 


under no authority but his own, 
confiscated Mrs. Godowsky's 
automobile, a vehicle specially 
fitted for her handicap, and at 
the time of repossession, had 
her crutches in the back-seat. 
Ignoring pleas, the c( Hector 
refused even to return 
the 


crutches. 


As it happened, a lawyer in- 


tervened 
to 
protect 
Mrs. 


Godowsky from further ou- 
trages, but according to an 
investigation by Rep Frank 
Annunzio (D-I11.) thousands of 
other people from coast to coast 
remain almost defenseless from 
similar 
abuses. 
The 


methodology 
of 
some 
of 


America's debt collection agen- 
cies, he says, is "horrendous." 
Collectors have posed as FBI 
agents, have used false and 
threatening documents 
and 


have even gone so far as to 
blacken the image of the debtor 
with calls to employers and 
neighbors. 


Annunzio makes it clear that 


he feels debt collecting is 
necessary, and in fact usually 
done for the common good. Un- 
rpaidjdebts affect all consumers, 
the defaults of a few invariably 
being made up by escalating 
prices for everyone. Nor does he 
condemn excessive collection 
tactics with a broad brush, say- 
Ing rather that the immorality 


is the fault of a minority of 
collectors. 


One family has told Annunzio 


that a "storm trooper" collector 
threatened seizure of their 
home. A twice-married Vietnam 
veteran has complained of being 
cruelly, albeit falsely, dunned 
for debts compiled by his ex- 
wife. In another case, a woman 
says her husband was so bru- 
talized 
by 
a 
collector 
it 


aggravated his heart condition, 
hospitalized him, eventually 
closed his business and ren- 
dered the couple "helpless now 
to do anything about any of our 
bills " 


Apparently even violence has 


been 
threatened 
by , some 


collectors. A spokesman for 
Annunzio's Consumer Affairs 
Subcommittee says: "We!ve had 
numerous complaints 
where 


people have been warned of 
physical harm if they didn't pay 
up. In one case the collector told 
the debtor that he might turn up 
one morning floating face down 
in a river." 


Most of the collecting,abuses, 


Annunzio knows, are already 
contrary to long existing laws, it 
being a decided crime, for 
example, to threaten to shove 
somebody into a river. Yet as a 
means of focusing Idw en- 
forcement attention, Annunziu 
has introduced legislation that 
clearly spells out excessive 


> collection techniques. 


Much as protection is needed 


for 
"unfortunate 
debtors,, 


however, Annunzio's proposals 
merit only twojcheers. Even his 
tough 'bill falls' far short of ab- 
solute-reform in debt collection 
procedures, the reason being 
that the bill does not affect 99 
per cent of debt collectors, those 
in the credit-lending com- 
munity 
Annunzio 
would 


regulate the private collector, in 
other words, but lca\c the fui- 
riilure store, the bank, the auto 
agency and the plumber to any 
device Since there are only 
5,000 private collecting agencies 
and almostione million credit 
lenders^who also collect, the 
o\crsight is substantial

WASHINGTON - 
Some 


female activists were dismayed 
when Rep. Corrine (Lindy) 
Boggs was chosen to be Ihc first 
woman in history to become 
permanent chairman of a major 
national party convention. 


The' problem was Ixith a 


generation gap and a matter of 
personal style. But there is 
nothing wrong with her profes- 
sional political credentials, 


Boggs has traveled a different 


political path than the aggres- 
sive women who hayc been in 
the forcfont of the equal rights 
movement the past decade. 
They literally; didn't 
know 


anything about her. Democratic 
National Committee womart 
Midge Miller even called Boggs 
after her selection to inquire 
earnestly if she had ever been 
active in women's issues. 


VThe younger women don't 


know me so well," 59-year-old 
Boggs observes tactfully. "Nor 
do those whose activism was 
shaped by the 1972 presidential 
campaign." 


That campaign,'Ironically,'is 


the only Democratic Presiden- 
tial effort since 1948 in which 
she did not play an active role. 
It 
was not a question 
of 


philosophy but of personal ' 
Iragcdy. Her husband, Hale, the 
House Majority Leader, disap- 
peared that fall in an airplane • 
over Alaska. When he ws 
declared dead, she was elected 
from,Louisiana to replace him 
in Congress. 


Before her husband's death, 


Boggs had earned a reputation 
as the smartest political wife on 
Capitol 'Hill.. She didn't just lick 
stamps and make silent Ap- 
pearances at the Congressman's 
side. She made speeches, or- 
ganized his campaigns, served 
on the. boards of dozens of civic 
ami political groups, presided 
,as president over three local 
political organizations, and 
managed various committem in 
PresMentlal campaign.

complishing her goals with

Boggs Intends to prove that a 


seasoned female politician can 
wield a strict gavel even though 
she isn't a "yeller." She hopes 
to run the convention "openly, 
fairly 
and

fashion." She Is keenly cons- 
cious of the criticism following 
the 1972 Democratic convention 
that there were too many silly, 
shrill female voices and she 
believes that image has not 
liclpcd the cause of equal rights. 


She also expects the conven- 


tion to select a nominee on an 
early ballot without a prolonged 
deadlock, which is contrary to 
current popular political wis- 
dom. "Someone will emerge in 
the primaries," she says firmly. 


"It was wonderful for selling 


tickets. All the competing fac- 
tions had to try to put-buy each 
other." 


In the end,John Kennedy took 


the nomination on the first 
ballot. 


And, if Boggs is correct, this 


is good ticket-selling time.

Good and faithful-some of the 


sailors called her after more 
than 40 years of supplying oil 
terminals, She was the pride of 
Cleveland Tankers, Inc., of 
Cleveland. She sailed through 
tremendous seas and gales, 
delivering her cargo to ports on 
the Great Lakes. • She arrived 
in the twin cities in the late 
1920s with cargo for Theiscn- 


Clemens on her regular calls, 
bringing gasoline, fuel oil and 
other products. The tanker 
Martha. E. Allen was named for 
a lady, "once a lady, always a 
lady," according to her crew. 


, 
She was:built at Lorain, Ohio, 


in 1928. She was 344 feet 9 
inches. In 1967, she was re- 
christened as Venus the goddess 
of beauty 'and love in ancient 
greek mythology. It is both a 
morning and evening star. 
Others in the fleet were the 
Polaris, 
Mercury, Pleiades, 


Rocket and Taurus. 


Ice many times held Venus 


captive for days and only by 


Coast Guard breakers was she 
set free.

It was Jan. 12 on a Friday in 


• 1973. The ship was empty, 
bound for Chicago after unload- 
ing 29,000 barrels of No. 1 fuel 
oil at the'Cities Service Co. lank 
farm in Gladstone on Thursday 
night. 


A terminal employe said the 


Venus left the dock shortly after 
9 a.m. Friday escorted by the 
Coast Guard Cutters Mesquite 
and Haritan through thick ice. 
An explosion marred her trip. A 
60-year-old crewman was the 


orfly victim of the blast in the 
engine room of the oiler. 


He was third assistant en- 


gineer. Unofficial reports in- 
dicated that the port (left) en- 
gine of the twin screw vessel 
blew a piston. Both Coast Guard 
ships stood by while they 
maneuvered to get close to the 
ship. Everything available was 
done to help the rest of the crew 
and the tanker Polaris came 
alongside to provide heat and 
light until the vessel could be 
lowed to the shipyard. 


She was truly a fine ship, 


which sailed into the local har- 
bor wilh petroleum products for 


local industry and homes. Pal 
McMullen, former Cities Ser-- 
vice executive, knew her as a 
clean and orderly vessel. She 
was later back in service With a 
new smokestack! and other 
working machinery. On Aug. 21, 
1975, the Venus arrived at Ash- 
tabula, Ohio, for scrapping; a 
well known ship for her perfor- 
mance to duty.

The president of Hilldale 
College says he will refuse to 
comply with new government 
regulations putting the college 
under federal control. 
• 


"Rather than allow such a 


federal takeover *f our campus, 
we are prepared to refuse 
compliance with government 
edicts now proposed," said 
George Roche HJ. 


"The entire weight of federal 


guidelines, covering faculty, 
students, curriculum, dormi- 
tories and every aspect of our 
existence, would potentially 
dominate our campus if we once 
accept the premise that aid to 
an individual student makes 
Hillsdale a recipient of federal 
funds." 


The new guidelines, from the 


Department of Health, Educa- 
tion and Welfare, began going 
into effect this month. The new 
rules say colleges with students 
who receive federal grants or 
benefits -are classified as 
"recipient institutions" and as 
such 
must 
follow 
federal 


guidelines. 


H. LaMar Fowler, Hillsdale's 


treasurer, said as many as 140 
of the school's 1,000 students 
receive some kind of govern- 
ment aid — veterans' benefits, 
federal loans or grants. The 
amount involved, he said, could 
reach $200,000 a year. 


Fowler also said the college 


could lose funds from sup- 
porters who would say, "To 
heck with Hillsdale College" 
because it would no longer be 
independent. 


"We're not saying we don't 


.agree with the act itself," said 
Fowler. "But it should be on a 
voluntary basis." 


"None of us at Hillsdale un- 


derestimates the power of the 
federal government to harass 
and possibly destroy those who 
dp not comply, but we feel the. 
fight must be made if indepen- 
dent education is to survive in 
America," said Roche. 


He said the school's board of 


. trustees unanimously approved 


the non-compliance plan, which

-NOW president Sandra Porter 
said that "because we are a 
federal city we feel that it would 
be very difficult for women to 
strike on Wednesday since they 
had Monday off as a federal 
holiday." 


Active support for the strike 


appeared to be strongest in 
Hawaii and California. At a 
news conference Saturday, Rep.

Parents Await Doomsday

seeks to take custody of six 
children who have failed to at- 
tend school. The children live in 
a-house where some 40 persons 
are awaiting the end of the 
world and the arrival of Jesus in 
this community of 177 persons 


SlfeHff A.L. Hadaway was told 


by Juvenile Court Judge J;B. 
Stevenson to take the children 
away from their parents "by 
force if necessary," but the 
sheriff said he anticipated no , 
trouble . 


Hadaway said he planned to 


go to the house about six miles 
east of the/Oklahoma border, 
but did not know whether he 
would go. alone.

""I plan to play it by ear," he 


said. 


He said he would take the ^ 


children to a Mena, Ark., couple 
appointed by the court to care 
for them arid enroll them In 


school. 


Stevenson said he hoped the 


"parents will capitulate when 
the sheriff arrives ... to take the 
children away." 


The people in the house have 


maintained their vigil since 
Sept 27 The six children had 
attended school 
at 
nearby 


Gillham until the vigil began 


The six children are all under 


the age of 16 and haven't 
completed the eighth grade, and 
consequently are in violation of 
the compulsory school act, 
Stevenson said, 


"There are other children in 


the house, but they are either 
over 16 or have completed the 
eighth grade and so aren't 
under my jurisdiction," he said. 


The judge's order to Hadaway 


came at the conclusion of a 
hearing Tuesday, which the 
parents failed to attend despite 
being issued warrants ordering 
their attendance, Judge Steven- 
son said.

Network 
Affiliates 
Killing 
6Dream'

NEW YORK (AP) — Aside 


from a bigger, budget, network 
news executives have a dream: 
To. expand their current 30- 
minute evening news programs 
on TV to an hour, or at least 45 
minutes, each week night. 


But a recent survey by Dr. 


Charles S. Steinberg, a former 
CBS vice-president for public 
information, shows the dream 
may remain just that unless 
network affiliates have a radical 
change of heart. 


Steinberg, now a communica- 


tions teacher at Hunter College 
here, sent a questionnaire to 235 
network affiliates that sought, 
among other things, their views 
on a longer network evening 
' news program. 


He says of 124 stations res- 


ponding, 80 opposed Icngthcn- 


• ing 
nightly network news 


shows, while only 44 favored 
expanding the programs. 


The study doesn't say why 


there is such opposition. But it's 
generally because the stations 
want the time for their own local 
•news programs or for enter- 
tainment programs of their 
own. 
: 


Steinberg also queried the af- 


filiates on a more controversial 
matter — the new, two-hour 
"family viewing" period in- 
tended • to reduce sex and 
violence on TV early at night 
when 
young 
viewers 
arc 


watching. , 
. 


• He asked if the affiliates 
thought the new period-desira-. 
bie and if they felt it would tend 
to 
"elevate 
standards , of 


programming." 


A total of 120 stations replied 


to' the first question. Seventy 
one thought the family viewing 
period

programming desirable, while 
49 thought tt wasn't. 


Of 110 stations responding 'to 


the second question, 76 felt the 
family viewing concept wouldn't 
elevate 
programming

dards, while the minority, 34 
stations, felt it would!

Indeed, with few exceptions, 
they are the last stronghold of 
primordial individualism. 


What triggered this .thought 


was 
Columbia 
university 


President William D. McGlU's 
announcement that "for aU' in- 
tents 
and 
purposes, 
the 


university's general 
endow- 


ment is gone." While other 
presidents 
have been less 


forthcoming, it is no secret that 
for the past decade many ins- 
titutions have, in the old 
phrase, been eating their seed 
corn, that is, drawing on capi- 
tal to meet operating costs. At 
the same time tuition has been 
increased to the point where 
any student without scholarship 
aid costs his or her family 
about 15,000 a year, room, 
board and textbooks included. 


Obviously the combination of 


inflation and recession has 
played a significant role in this 
push towards bankruptcy. But 
other factors not beyond con- 
trol also must be taken into 
consideration. As MeGill point- 
ed out, in the lush ISflOs, when 
federal and foundaion money 
was 
flowing 
freely, 
many 


schools expanded wildly When 
the tap was turned off, they 
found 
themselves 
with 


programs,.projects and, above 
all, personnel that required in- 
ternal funding. 


In many, If not most cases, 


those "dynamic* innovative" 
programs (to use the unpa- 
lented cliches) were nothing of 
the sort: They were simply 
replications 
of 
similar 


programs already in existence 


1 at other institutions. They 
were, in other words; gross 
violations of the principle of the 
division of labor. 


This is not 20-20 hindsight on 


my part. A Depression kid, I 
have always had something of 
an 
economic 
catastrophe 


complex. Thus when the big 
money began to flow into 
higher education, I was very 
leery. For years I tried to block 
the establishment of a graduate 
program in my former depart- 
ment, arguing that Harvard 
and 
three 
or 
four 
other 


universities in the area could 
handle the business. Ironically 
Iwas overridden when the Na- 
tional Defense Education Act 
threw some money at us. Once 
we had the money (which has 
long since disappeared), we 
had to have the program. 


Another factor that merits 


discussion is the vast increase 
in public higher education. 
With the annual fee at the City 
University of New York |llo; 
private 
universities 
like 


Columbia 
and- New 
York 


university arc economically out 
of ttie running. The University 
of Massachusetts creates the 
same difficulty in the Boston 
area. This has led some 
presidents of private institu- 
tions to denounce the growth. 
In my judgment this is a 
thoroughly reactionary view 
(although 
I 
believe 
some 


increase in fees for those who 
can pay them would be jus- 
tified); 
private institutions 


should utilize, not criticize 
their public neighbors. 
• 


. To be precise, if this is the 
year of the "dynamic, innova- 
tive" university without walls 
or Gaelic Studies Program and 
the state university sets one up, 
there is no need for all the 
private schools in the area to 
join the parade. The same 
ground justifies phasing out 
weak 
academic 
programs 


whenever the stale or another 
private university has superior 
offerings. The private college 
or university should not be an 
educational supermarket — it 
should honor the division of 
labor and do what It does best. 
It is hard to gel a hearing for 
this rational viewpoint with all 
that nwncy floating into the 
groves of academe. Now, when 
push comes to shove, it may 
have * chance.

Stolz Is Sticking 
To Same

EAST LANSING, Mich. (AP) 


— Any thoughts .that Michigan 
State might revamp its strategy 
after Saturday's loss to Illinois 
have been squelched by coach 
Denny Stolz. 


Despite 
the 
Spartans' 


lackluster performance in the 
21-19 
loss, their continuing 


problems-in mounting a consis- 
tent offense and a disappointing 
4-3 season, Stolz said he's not 
about to junk his 'carefully 
devised program. 


"Sure, I've thought about it," 


he said. "But 1 think the people 
who win are the people who 
don't panic.
